As Salvation for South 


A Southern businessman said yesterday unions and the Federal 
minimum wage law were eliminating one of the South’s major assets 


—<cheap labor. 

And as a result. said Eugene B. 
Sydnor, Jr. Vice President of the 
Richmond Dry Goods Company, 
the South is tter off economi- 
cally. 

Hence, said the Virginian, the 
South is losing a competitive ad- 
vantage which must find compen- 
sation in an extension of research 
activities in the region. 

Sydnor suggested that industries 
as groups might find it profitable 
te set up a research laboratory for 
use in attacking common problems. 
He pointed out that there are 30 
trade association laboratories op- 
erating successfully all over the 
country, financed usually through 
membership fees or assessments. 

Sydnor spoke at the concluding 
session ef a two-day meeting spon- 
sored by the Southern Associa- 
tion of Science and Industry at the 
Biltmore Hotel. 

Sydnor also said it, would be pos- 
gible to set up research labs simi- 
lar to the Southern Research In- 
stitute which was financed on a 
non-profit basis in Birmingham, 
by private industry. 

Another speaker. Dr. Hubert E. 
Morris, director of Research for 
the Texas Division of Monsanto, 
warned the 200-odd businessmen 
and researchers that science should 
take notice of the depletion of 
basic minerals and fuels. 

Dr. Morris said that with the 
dwindling supplies of fuel and 
other basic minerals, business and 
researchers should get together 
and find substitutes. Use the sun 
er the earth for fuel, he said, 
develop soil sciences.

Sec. Marshall---a Job Well Done 


President Truman aptly expressed the 
feelings of the general 2ublic when he de- 
clared, in announcing yesterday the resig- 
nation of Secretary of State Marshall and 
Undersecretary Lovett, that “Gen. Mar- 
shall is the outstanding man of the war 
period.” 

And, we might add, the General also 
has endeared himself to America and the 
world by his search for a lasting peace. 

Only the suddenness of the President’s 
announcement was a surprise. It has been 
known for sometime that the Secretary 
wished to retire to the private life he so 
richly deserves.

James E. Webb, who succeeds Mr. Lov- 
ett as Undersecretary, has a wide business 
and government experience which quali- 
fies him well for the duties. He is at pres- 
ent Director of the Budget.

What's Mr. Cravey Howling About? 


Is State Insurance Commissioner Zack 
D. Cravey working for the welfare of all 
the taxpayers of Georgia, or is he inter- 
ested chiefly in feathering his own politi- 
cal nest? . 

Mr. Cravey has denounced in no uncer- 
tain terms the proposal that the State 
save a considerable sum in premiums by 
carrying its own property insurance. He 
said such a plan would be unfair to the 
State’s 20,000 insurance agents and would 
“amount to usurping, to some degree, the 
‘rights of the individual citizen in depriv- 
ing him of a legitimate insurance 
meeemet. .. 

The Constitution would be the last to 
suggest that the State enter into compe- 
tition with individual enterprise. We have, 
moreover, a high regard for the insurance 
business. 

In fact, our opinion of the insurance 
business has moved several notches higher 
in the past couple of days. For not one in 
that business has protested, or even re- 
monstrated, our qualified editorial in- 
dorsement of this plan. We have taken 
this silence to mean simply that the in- 
surance people of Georgia are agreeable 
to the change if a thorough investigation 
shows it worthwhile. 

But while the insurance people obvi- 
ously are interested in relieving the bu-- 
den on the taxpayer as much as possible,

K Good Omen for Truman's Program 


WASHINGTON—It comes as a good omen for the Truman Administration that it was able to win 
an easy victory in the first test of strength in the Lower House over liberalizing the rules under 


which the President's legislative program may be brought up for floor consideration. 


The victory 


marks the first successful assault that has been made on the arbitrary power wielded by the Rules 
Committee since 1935. President Truman has had his troubles with the Committee from the start. 
Before him, President Roosevelt often ran into the same difficulties. 


Where the Rules Committee gets its power 
is in the House procedure requiring all major 
legislative bills reported out by other commit- 
tees to get a legislative right of way from the 
Rules body before being brought to the floor 
for consideration. If the Committee chooses not 
to give such a dispensation, bills otherwise re- 
ported usually languish and die.

After the failure 
there, Tennessee could not be regained; and the sweep of Sherman 


the following year was inevitable. 

The events concerning Chickamauga were 
Needless Batile unusual. A game of hide and seek had been 
played in the mountains for many: days between the armies under 
Confederate Gen. Bragg and Union Commander, Gen. Rosecrans. 
The battle itself literally painted with blood the fields and hills 
of Georgia’s northwest corner, a region so aptly called Georgia’s 
“Little Switzerland” by a prominent contemporary writer.

T WAS a pretty wedding. The bride, small and 
brunette and beautiful, was radiant on the 

arm of the bridegroom, handsome in his army 
captain’s uniform. The family and friends of 
the Boston couple nodded, smiled, and then, of 
course, some of them wept happily as the cere- 
mony concluded. 

Celeste Tranfaglia was Mrs. Carmelo C. Sala- 
dino. Her future was up to her-——-would it con- 
tain years of happily married life? 

One man, Hungarian-born Dr. Ralph S. Banay, 
internationally famous psychiatrist, might have 
answered that question for her. 

Dr. Banay might have told her, as he has told 
many readers in his published works, that in his 
opinion her marriage began with one strike 
against it. 

' Dr. Banay has pointed out, in some of his 
articles on women and marriage, that customs 
have changed. No longer does a bride ordinarily 
enter marriage with the idea that it will be her 
entire life, that she will devote herself completely 
to cooking her husband’s meals and darning his 
socks, doing the washing, ironing. and house- 
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children, for Celeste gave Roveria a little brother, 
Ronald, about the same time she went to Florida 
and vot a divorce, 

Saladino did not appear, 
consent to the divorce, 

After the decree, more of Dr. Banay’s con- 
tentions were apparently borne out. 

He maintained, for example, that the chances 
of a divorcee getting married again are better 
than they used to be. 

More and more men, he said, are overcoming 
their aversion to marrying divorced women. 

Dr. Banay, at any rate, had no such preju- 
dices. In the spring of 1947, not long after 
Celeste’s divorce was granted, he proved it by 
marrying her. 

At least one of the differences between Sala- 
dino and his wife did not exist between Dr. 
Banay and his. In her marriage to Dr. Banay, 
Celeste did not have to give up her career as 
assistant to a psychiatrist. 

Dr. Banay had a Park Avenue psychiatric 
practice in New York, and a country estate in 
Wilton, Conn. 

Born in Hungary, the doctor was a graduate 
of the University of Budapest, studied in Munich 


Neither did he 
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cleaning, and bringing up his children. 

All too frequently, according to Dr. Banay, 
the bride has another life, a business or pro- 
fessional career, which she will not sacrifice for 
her marriage. 

Celeste proved that point. She had a career 
that appealed to her and after only a few weeks 
as housewife, she went back to it. 

Her career was psychiatric work. 
Dr. Banay’s office assistant. 

Celeste saw less and less of Captain Saladino. 
Although he was stationed in the United States, 
she chose to stay with her job rather than with 
her husband. 

After she became the mother of a baby girl, 
Roberta, she began thinking of a divorce. Dr. 
Banay could have told her about that, too, 
especially the effect of divorce on a husband. 

In articles which have stirred up considerable 
controversy, especially among women, Dr. Banay 
has held that the woman is not the one who pays 
in divorce. It’s the man, 

Even for years after a divorce breaks up a 
marriage, in Dr. Banay’s written opinion, the 
man pays not only financially, but also emo- 
tionally, particularly through losing the respect 
of the community. The husband has to bear up 
nobly for the sake of his pride, but actually he is 
deeply hurt. 

Dr. Banay found in his work with alcoholism 
that the loneliness of the divorced man frequent- 
ly leads to excessive drinking. 

If there are children, Dr. Banay contended, 
the broken marriage is just that much harder on 
the husband. Rarely is he given custody of the 
children, frequently his separation from them is 
almost complete. 

He finds himself frozen out of their affections, 
and often he finds that he can do absolutely 
nothing about the way they are being brought 
up, even if he doesn’t approve of it.

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She was 


and Vienna, and had practiced psychiatry for 
some 25 years. He was director of Boston State 
Hospital not long after he came to America in 
1927, was director of the psychiatric clinic at 
Sing Sing Prison, and medical director of the 
alcoholic clinic of Yale University. 

In addition to his private practice, he was 
director of Social Resea&fch at Columbia Uni- 
versity when he married Mrs. Saladino. 

He took up his role as author of articles on 
that most controversial of all topics—-women and 
marriage—only a few years ago. He has re- 
ceived scathing criticism for his contentions, 
such as that the woman is really far more 
aggressive in choosing a mate than she is given 
credit for, or that the women have made such 
hasty strides in the direction of emancipation 
and participation in professional life that their 
actions seem almost ruthless. 

Recently, two more of his statements have 
been challenged. 

One was his contention that it is the woman 
who picks her mate and goes after him until she 
gets him. : 

The other was the doctor’s comment that 
the financial cost of a broken marriage is met by 
the husband. 

Captain Saladino, by virtue of a complaint 
filed in Connecticut, chose to dispute Dr. Banay 
on both points. 

He charged Dr. Banay with alienating the 
affections of his wife and winning her away from 
him. He asked the court for damages of $50,000. 

Thus, according to Saladino’s attorney, John 
A. Keogh, Jr., it may very well be the husband 
who pays—but the question is: Which one?

When James Montgomery Flagg sent her to 
Flo Ziegfeld with a note suggesting he put her 
in the follies, the producer wouldn’t see her. The 
good luck continued, however, and Ziegfeld sent 
an emissary to request her presence after he 
had watched her dining in a restaurant. 

Her loveliness captivated him. He called 
her the most beautiful girl he had ever glorified 
and, at the first matinee of the 1923 Follies, 
Imogene Wilson was crowned ‘Miss America.”’ 

‘It was too large a dose of glamour for an 
inexperienced 14-year-old girl. In her memoirs 
she admitted it turned her head. She became 
as temperamental as the most seasoned per- 
former, but Ziegfeld gratified her every whim. 

The bad luck started when she met Frank 
Tinney, a comedian who was starring in another 
show. She was flattered by the interest of such 
a famous man. At first, however, she resisted 
his attentions, but finally fell hopelessly in love 
with him. Unknown to the public, they resided 
in the same apartment for two years. 

At the outset, Imogene—whom Tinney called 
Bubbles—didn’t know he was married. Later, 
she didn’t care. Once, when Tinney bought a 
limousine ostensibly for her and gave it to his 
wife instead, she created quite a scene in the 
Tinney home, but that was hushed up. 

What wasn’t hushed up, however, was the 
last time Tinney mistreated her. The neighbors 
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police, to. their apartment. 
Imogene, her eyes blackened and her face 
bruised, insisted on his arrest. When she tried 
to withdraw the charge, it was too late. The 
story was already out——and received widespread 
circulation, 

It wrecked both their careers—-Tinney’s per- 
manently and Imogene’s for quite a while. 

He went to London, where she joined him 
some months later. He was in a show, but he 
wouldn’t let her work. 

When she was offered a movie contract by 
a German firm and insisted on leaving for 
Berlin, he swore he would never go on the stage 
again.

Imogene changed her name te Mary Robert- 
son for the German films.

Her luck seemed 
to be running again, but it took a dip when 
she arrived in New York. 

She was identified while still aboard the 
ship and the story of her tempestuous experi- 
ences with Tinney was revived. 

At first, her new boss was afraid to use her 
in a movie, but she finally got a start after 
renaming herself Mary Nolan. Nobody was

fooled, but the fickle public flocked to see 
her and made her, almost overnight, a 
box-office sensation. . 

Her health failed. On crutches and 
then in a wheelchair, she insisted on 
continuing her work.

It was believed at 
the time that she was suffering from 
an incurable disease. To dull the 
pain, so she could Keep on working, 
She received injections of morphine. 
Before she realized what was hap- 
pening, she was an addict. That 
was the end of the good luck. From 

then on it was almost all bad. Once again 
Imogene, or Mary, had let her life become 
dominated by one man. He was a prominent 
and :.:arried---movie magnate.

She 
refused, but finally consented when he threat- 
ened:to expose her dope addiction. 

The downward path was detoured only by a 
brief marriage to a young broker.

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With a Sickening Lurch the Plane 

Carrying Thomas Proctor Mandell 

and His Two Daughters Plunged 

Through the Overcast Into a 

Huge Chimney Full of Blazing 
Gases.

HOMAS PROCTOR MANDELL had been 
tired and a bit apprehensive on this, the 
last leg of the flight from Montreal to 
Boston. His two fellow passengers in the cabin 
of the little airplane—his pretty daughters, Anne, 
22, and Harriot, 19—-probably knew what had 
been bothering their father, aside from the fact 
that the chartered plane had been off its course. 

They knew that his thoughts often had re- 
verted to the tragic and premature deaths of 
his two brothers, one on a polo field and the 
other in the cockpit of a plane; that he had 
pondered whether he might be third in the pat- 
tern. 

But now everything must have seemed to be 
all right, as the family party perhaps looked at 
the broad shoulders of Pilot Nelson Pell and 
then at the golden glow outside the cabin win- 
dows. The glow, they must have thought, came 
from landing lights on the Beverly Air Field. 
Pretty soon they’d be home. 

Then the craft gave a sickening lurch and, 
with its four octupants, plunged into a huge 
chimney full of burning gases. The lights they 
had welcomed had been, not airport beacons, 
but working lights of an oil refinery at Everett, 
near Boston. 


HAD the plane’s course been ten feet to the 

left it would have missed the death-dealing 
chimney and landed in the comparative safety 
of a shallow pond. 

The jinx which the superstitious believe had 
been trying to wipe out a prominent Boston 
family might have failed. 

Ten feet difference in the course of a plane 
would have saved Thomas Proctor Mandell’s 
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OF Society 


life and the lives of his daughters. Ten inches 
difference in the course of a polo mallet’s swing 
would have let his brother James live. Ten 
inches difference in the aim of a German ma- 
chine gunner would have saved the life of his 
brother, Samuel. Ten minutes of walking helped 
kill the father of the tragic trio. All the little 
differences favored Fate. 

The saga of the unfortunate Mandells, reach- 
ing a terrible climax in the burning plane crash 
of Aug. 7, 1947, dates back more than a cen- 
tury, to the founding of the now defunct Boston 
Transcript. 

Henry Worthington Dutton, founder of the 
newspaper, beamed when his daughter Ann 
married Samuel Pierce Mandell, and he kept 
smiling as his son-in-law helped operate the 
Transcript. 


§ AMUEL PIERCE MANDELL gave up his twin 
posts as publisher and editor-in-chief when 
his son, George Snell Mandell, properly educated 
and qualified, was old enough to succeed him. 
George had three sons——Samuel T. Mandell 
II, his first born and his favorite; Thomas Proc- 
tor Mandell and James Proctor Mandell. 
On the broad shoulders of the first born, 
some day would rest the responsibility of the 
newspaper and other family enterprises. Some 
day, too, Samuel II would wed one of a host of 
eligible debutantes and head his own branch of 
the family. 
Those were the plans for his future. Then 
came World War I and. young Samuel Mandell 
entered the Air He made numerous 


flights over the German lines; he shot down his 
quota of enemy planes and he came through 
unscathed—until a day in November, 1918. 


UNRELENTING JINX of the 


Rumors that the Armistice had been signed, 
or would be signed at any moment, were as 
thick as aircraft in the skies over France when 
Samuel Mandell’s squadron prepared for a mis- 
sion. : 
“This, I hope, will be your last wartime mis- 
sion,”’ the commanding officer said at the brief- 
ing. 


T WAS the last mission in war or peace for 

young Lieutenant Mandell. Enemy guns 
brought down his plane, killed him, a compara- 
tively few hours before the end of the war, 
Nov. 11, 1918. | 

Back in Hamilton, on Boston’s fashionable 
North Shore, the grief-stricken parents cancelled 
their plans for Samuel’s triumphant homecom- 
ing; turned to planning a suitable memorial for 
their first bern. 

The memorial took the form of a community 
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house, dedicated to the townspeople as an edu- 
cational and recreational center. A _ statue of 
Lieutenant Samuel T. Mandell II was placed be- 
fore the building. 

James Mandell, the lieutenant’s “baby broth- 
er,”” grew up with the determination to equal 
Samuel as a sportsman and athlete. He went 
to Harvard and concentrated on polo, the Man- 
dell money enabling him to be well equipped 
and well mounted on the field. 

The feats of daring his big brother had per- 
formed in the skies, James Mandell emulated 
on the ground and his dashing game won him 
a place on the Harvard championship team. 

At 23 he was a Harvard senior, with another 
year of polo ahead of him before he was to join 
the Transcript family. 

One afternoon in late June, 1929, James 
Mandell visited the exclusive Dedham Country 
and Polo Club some 15 miles from Boston to 
play polo in an informal contest, with no title, 
no championship cups at stake. 

Even in practice he was accustomed to play- 
ing hard, and so were some others on the op- 
posing team. Somebody swung a mallet vigor- 
ously. Instead of swishing harmlessly past young 
Mandell’s mount, the mallet struck his high- 
spirited polo pony. 

There was a crashing impact of horses and 
James Proctor Mandell fell to the turf uncon- 
scious. He died in’a few hours, Victim No. 2 
in the Mandell family ranks. 


EN INCHES the other way and the mallet 

wouldn’t have been an instrument of death 
just as Big Brother Samuel would have returned 
safely to Boston if a German gunnfer’s aim had 
been ten inches off. 


Again, mourning came to the Mandells, now 
reduced to two male members: George S. Man- 
dell and his in-between son, Thomas Mandell. 

Although polo had cost him the life of his 
youngest son, George Mandell clung to his devo- 
tion to:horses, which had been one of his dom- 
inant interests since his youth. He continued 
to witness matches in the United States and 
England and also was active riding to hounds. 
A former master of hounds at Myopia Hunt Club, 
he was concerned with all phases of horseman- 
ship. 

His son Thomas became the father of three 
girls and their grandfather fretted impatiently 
until they were old enough to be taught to ride. 
He was their tutor, their coach. 

It was in this capacity that he set out from 
the house on the Hamilton estate on the after- 
noon of Aug. 11, 1934. One of his grand- 
daughters was to practice small jumps that after- 
noon a quarter of a mile distant. George Man- 
dell had to be present. 

He was 67 and the day was hot but he brushed 
aside admonitions, declined to ride the short dis- 
tance to the practice field. The jumping was 
well done under his watchful eye and, the ses- 
sion completed, he turned back to the house. 

An hour went by, dinner was announced, but 
the head of the house hadn’t returned. A search 
was organized apprehensively. 


TS found him, sitting up but dead, in a lit- 
tle pasture half-way between house and field. 
Exhaustion and death had caught up with him 
ten minutes short of his goal—his home, where 
medical attention might have saved his life. But 
the infinitesimal margin of time had operated 
against him, in favor of the unrelenting Fate 
that kept after the Mandells. 

That left Thomas Proctor Mandell the last 
remaining male member of the family, doubling 
as head of the house and the newspaper. 

As husband and father he was a happy suc- 
cess. 

His three daughters, Geraldine, Anne and 
Harriot, grew into pretty girlhood and beautiful 
womanhood. In keeping with the times, they 
and their father transferred their interest from 
polo to aviation. 

Thomas Mandell became a pilot and when

Geraldine became engaged to Cyril Craig, British 
aviator, she found no opposition from her father 
and his blessings went with the couple to the 
altar. 

His business life, as regarded the Transcript, 
was a different story. The staid publication, 
still catering to an ultra-conservative minority 
of Boston readers, couldn’t keep up with the 
pace set by its competitors. It withered and 
died for lack of circulation and revenue. 


| ignore MANDELL, last of his line in the 
publisher’s chair, transferred his interest to 
the Carrier Mandell Air Conditioning Corpora- 
tion.

The family reunion at Montreal took the form 
of a joyous week end and the plane was late 
getting under way for the return to Boston. 
Thomas Mandell had made careful plans for a 
night landing. Ground keepers at the Beverly 
Air Field near Boston had been advised to light 
the landing strips sometime after midnight. 

The plane took on gasoline at Montreal and 
there was good natured bickering in translating 
the Canadian or Imperial gallon into terms of the 
American gallon. 

“The Canadian gallon makes 1.2 of our gal- 
lons,” one of the party said. “So we won’t need 
nearly as much.” 

The jinx seems to have been active even then, 
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In the mild confusion a full tank was not taken 
aboard; a few more gallons might have saved 
four lives, investigators said later. 

\The night of August 6 grew murky and visi- 
bility lessened as the plane neared Boston. Sched- 
ulJed to land at 12:50 a. m., it failed to appear

A plane was heard over Everett at 2 a. m., 
rising and falling as the pilot tried to judge his 
location and his altitude. A startled truck driver 
reported it dipped down on the street ahead of 
him, then suddenly zoomed up and skimmed 
over telephone poles and house tops. 

Finally, as the officials reconstructed the 
last lap of the flight, Pilot Pell and the passen- 
gers saw the glow that seemed familiar; that, 
to them, meant they were over East Boston 
airport. 

There was not enough gasoline left for any 
more reconnoitering. 

“He had to get down—quick,” an investigator 
said. “So he dove down through the overcast, 
towards the source of the light. And plunged 
into the chimney!” 


A HORRIFIED witness said the little plane 
“dropped like a dead pigeon—then there 
was an explosion.” 

Police and firemen shut off the gas fires 
and managed to remove the bodies of the victims. 
The identification was made by Mrs. Frederick 
Ayer, Thomas Mandell’s cousin and sister of the 
late General George S. Patton.

But Remarried Him When the Parole Board Heeded Her Pleas to Release Him 


Chicago sculptor, playwright and financier, did 
not mind his lack of financial or social back- 
ground and they became constant companions. 

Two hours after Mrs. Pollock’s decree be- 
came final, they were married. For three days 
they celebrated their honeymoon in Reno’s night 
spots. Then Witkowski abruptly disappeared. 

The newly-wed socialite was frantic. When 
a thorough search of Reno failed to locate her 
husband, she hired a_ private detective, who 
learned Witkowski had never been divorced from 
his wife, Elaine Raskha, of Los Angeles. 

In a few days, Witkowski was taken into 
custody in a bus station in Albuquerque, N. M.., 
on a charge of bigamy. ° 

The bridegroom of only a few days pleaded 
that he did not know where he had been or 
how and why he left Reno and his bride, 

“The whole thing is a mystery to me,” he 
said. “The last thing I remember is drinking 
in a Reno nightclub. The next thing I knew, 
I awakened with a terrific headache in a bus 
coming into El Paso, Tex. remember asking 
the bus driver where I was and when he told me, 
I yelled, ‘I’ve just been married and I’ve got to 
get back to Reno right away.’ ” 

He insisted as soon as he regained his senses 
he had purchased a bus ticket back to Reno. 

It was on the Albuquerque stop-over that 
he was taken into custody. 

Back in Rene he was confronted by an in- 
furiated new bride and his first wife, Elaine. 
Having just heard of his second marriage, Elaine 
had gone to Reno and confirmed the charge that 
they had not been divorced in California. 


In his story to court officials, Witkowski 
said he had received a letter from his wife in 
1947 stating she intended to divorce him. 

He said he agreed by letter to the action 
and when a year passed he assumed he was a 
free man. When he met Frances, he related, he 
did not dream he was still married. 

But Frances refused to forgive him, and her 
testimony helped to send Witkowski to Nevada 
State Prison for one to five years. 

After his conviction, Elaine divorced him and 
returned to California. Frances had their mar- 
riage annulled but decided to stay in Nevada. 

Over and over she asked herself: 

“Was Bill telling the truth? Did he believe 
he had been divorced? Was the story of his 
mysterious disappearance true?” 

She decided to go to the prison and talk to 
him. As she listened to what Bill had to say for 
himself, she was impressed by his sincerity, she 
said, and finally became convinced that he had 

not intentionally deceived her. 
Frances’ visits grew more frequent 
until she was seeing him twice a week. 
She announced she was willing to help 
him earn his release. Yes, and she would 
be waiting to marry him when. he came 
out of prison. She lent him money to 
buy raw leather which other men in the 
prison helped him make into expensive 
ladies’ purses in their spare time. In 
this way he was able to contribute some- 
thing towards his children’s support. 
When the state board of prisons and 
paroles met early last November, Wit- 
kowski had been in prison 10 months. 
Tearfully Frances pleaded for his re-.- 
lease. She had forgiven him, believed he 
had told the truth, and she was ready to marry 
him the moment he stepped from prison. 

Prison guards also’ appeared in his behalf. 

“A fine worker,” they said. “Never com- 
plained, worked in the fields longer and better 
than most men.” 

The board conferred and announced: 

“William Witkowski is paroled.” 

Frances was overcome with emotion and 
burst into tears. Two days later when Bill was 
released, she met him at the prison gates and 
they drove off in her new blue convertible. 

Back in Reno where they were remarried, 
Witkowski said: 

“Prison wasn’t so bad. I was always lonely 
for Frances, waiting until I could get out and 
marry her again. The guards were fair, and 
the food better than many places on the outside.” 

After the wedding they headed for California, 
where Witkowski wished to visit his children. 
Then he expected to get a job as a construction 
worker. He said he wouldn’t be returning to 
Reno except to visit. His socialite bride agreed 
that was a fine idea. She was sure she wouldn't 
change her mind again. 
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Three Marriages and Millions 
of Dollars Failed to Bring the 
Oil Heiress Happiness — She 
Thinks She Has Found It Now 


The Indians Say Mount Taos Judges Those Living in Its Shadows. Those 
Found Wanting Will Not Find Peace or Contentment There; 
Millicent Rogers Says She Has Passed the Test.

HE Indians of New Mexico who live in its 
T shadows say that Mount Taos is more 

than a mountain; it is a judge of human 
nature. Men and women who do not pass muster 
will find’ no peace in the Taos country. 

That being the case, Mrs. Millicent Rogers 
had a right to be elated the other day when, 
after 18 months of what might be termed a 
qualifying period, she announced she would 
build her own adobe house and make Taos her 
permanent home. 

The comely heiress to many of the millions 
left by her father, Colonel H. H. Rogers, oil 
multimillioriaire, had been on a_ world-wide 
search for contentment since 1924, when she 
married Count Ludwig Salm von Hoogstraeten, 
who used to play tennis with King Gustav of 
Sweden. 

Divorce ended that bid for happiness. 

Two other marriages were equally futile. 
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Then came the trip to Taos, minus husband but 


- with her three sons. 


“T hope now to.live peacefully and quietly,” 
Millicent said in a recent interview with The 
American Weekly. “I’ve found the place to do it. 
I haven’t worn an evening dress since I moved 
out here in 1947, 

“Dancing? Well, once you put on a pair of 
moccasins you don’t want any more shoes. I 
wear blue jeans in the summer, and Navajo 
skirts. And it’s a rare occasion when we're up 
as late as 10 o’clock at night.”’ 

Would she marry again? 

The deep-set eyes twinkled as she explained 
she was making no commitments, but she issued 
a warning to prospective husbands: 

“As one gets older, one gets more selfish.” 

Then, calmly and with no bitterness, she said 
there was nothing wrong with her three previous 
marriages, except that “they just didn’t seem 
to work out.” 

Her father fought against the first union

with Count Salm in 1924, but he was happy to 
welcome her home from Europe a year later 
—without her titled husband. After the birth 
of a son, Peter, the count came to America and 
demanded the right to see his child. Colonel 
Rogers bridled and fought, but the courts said 
the father had the right of visitation. 

The colonel was by her side, too, in 1927, 
when she divorced Count Salm. Later in the 
year she married Arturo Peralta-Ramos, South 
American pal-of her first husband. After the 
arrival of two sons, Arturo, Jr., and Paul, her 
friends agreed that Millicent had apparently 
found marital happiness for keeps. She herself 
was of the same opinion until, suddenly, she 
went to Reno and got a divorce in 1935. 

That same year, Colonel Rogers died, leaving 
one-sixth of his $22,000,000 to his widow, the 
remainder to Millicent and Peter. The news that 
his ex-wife was one of the wealthiest women 
in ther world stirred the impoverished Count 
Salm to action in the courts again. He pe- 
titioned for $30,000 a year from the income 
set aside for his son, Peter. 

He settled, finally, for $5,000 annually and 
this was paid until 1944 when Count Salm 
jumped to his death from a window in his 
Budapest hotel. 

A year after her divorce from Peralta-Ramos, 
fillicent married Ronald Balcom, a broker and 
her first American husband. That marriage 
lasted five years and ended in a divorce. 

During, and _ between 
marriages, she had been 
one of the outstanding glam- 
our girls of society on two 
continents. She wore, among 
other titles, that of “best 
dressed woman and best 
dancing partner.” 

But the Paris gowns 
and the dancing slippers had 
at last put away, along 
with the names of her three 
former husbands. Resuming 
her maiden name, she pre- 
ferred to be known as Milli- 
cent Rogers. 

“In my lifetime I danced 
so many miles I can’t count 
them,” she said.

And my sons, Peter; Arturo, Jr., and 
Paul, are with me for holidays and during their 
school vacations. 

“T make an occasional trip to New York, but 
I prefer the sunlight to the spotlight—I’ll leave 
that latter to the young ones; they’re better 
at it than I am.” 

She was proud of the fact that she had 
learned how to work With~silver and gold, 
thanks to the instruction of an old friend. 

But the important thing, to her, is the peace 
of mind and the contentment she found in New 
Mexico after her world-wide search. 

At first, 18 months ago, she was fuily aware 
of the Indian belief that Mount Taos was a 
stern judge and would grant no happiness to 
those who did not pass the test.

The Relics Found Near the Birthplace of Abraham 
May Possibly Prove That the Region of Eridu Cradled 
Our Earliest Civilization 


It was in Ur, according to the Bible, that 
God told Abraham to “Get thee out of thy 
country unto a land that I will shew thee. 
And I will make of thee a great nation, and I 
will bless thee and make*thy name great.” 

It was then, the Scriptures say, that Abra- 
ham got out of the pagan metropolis and moved 
westward into Palestine and became the founder 
of the Hebrew nation. 

The temple, which is only 10 feet square 
and the relics’in a near-by cemetery——seem to 
show that the people of Eridu were religious, 
cultured, artistic and sensible law-makers, 6,500 
to 7,000 years ago. 

There is evidence that these ancients com- 
pared favorably with modern civilized man, 
physically and mentally. Their. heads were 
about the same size and, presumably, so were 
their brains. Marriage was so sacred to them 
that its bonds held, even after death. 

The work of unearthing tne long-lost temple 


was done by an expedition, under Dr. Naji al-. 


Asil, director general of antiquities at Baghdad 
and chief delegate of Iraq at the United Nations. 
He was assisted by a young archeol- 
ogist named Fuda Safar. 
The site is about 100 miles north- 
west of the Persian Gulf where, until 
the work started in January, 1947, a 
mound 150 feet high was a landmark 
in the shifting desert sands. 
The Iraq scientists dug carefully 
through 17 successive temple ruins, 60 
feet of the dust of the ages and 6,500 
to 7,000 years of history and pre-his- 
tory before they came to the same 


green sand the first pre-Sumerian 


pioneers saw in the twilight of the Stone Age. 

The richest find is a cemetery of nearly 100 
graves, directly south of the first temple and 
on the level of the 14th. The graves, constructed 
of the same sun-dried brieks as the temples, 
reveal the beliefs and progress of Eridu’s inhabi- 
tants about to face the dawn of the Bronze Age, 
which would arrive in the form of the sword. 

Many graves hold the skeletons of a man 
and a woman, indicating that they should be 
united forever. | 

A high degree of culture and artistic skill is 
evident in the exquisitely painted pottery, gold 
beads, rings, earrings and other feminine orna- 
ments buried with the dead. 

Gold came before bronze, because the “heavy 
pebbles” were to be found in many Asian and 
EKuropean streams, but it was of little practical 
value because it would not hold a cutting edge. 

A few wisps of woolen cloth defied the ages 
to show that the women of Eridu had looms, 

It seems likely that the art of writing was 
unknown to the founders of Eridu but these 
same archeologists have stripped Hammurabi, 
King of Babylon, of his honor as first law-giver 
to put laws in writing, about 2000 B. C, 

They discovered two tablets of baked clay, 
near Baghdad, antedating Hammurabi’s reign 
by at least 200 years. The tablets were in- 
scribed with the laws. These, perhaps the 
world’s oldest written statutes, are in the Baby- 
lonian script, using the Akkadian language. 

The most spectacular object dug out of the 
sands of Eridu is a lion, carved out of a solid 
block of basalt, and weighing three tons. It 
was found at a depth which indicates it was 
carved about 2500 B. C.,

The CIO Teachers Union, which represents 
approximately 15 per cent of New York City 
public school teachers, is a bitter foe of Timone 
who, in turn, charged it with following the 
Communist Party line. He says the union has 
recommended that teachers use certain pam- 
phlets published by organizations that are on the 
Attorney General’s list of subversive groups,

In addition, the report says, the Communist 
Party of America has a network of secret 
schovis, called section, district and national 
training schools, where promising Communists 
are trained. 

Those who pass with high grades go to the 
Lenin School in Moscow, where they ‘‘get a 
free course in factory sabotage, bomb-making, 
kidnaping, train-wrecking, mutiny, civil war- 
fare, espionage and other ways to wreck a 
country.” 

An estimated 800 of these Lenin School 
graduates, the report declares, have been return- 
ing to the United States, where “they serve as 
high officers of a secret army now being drilled 
to overthrow our government.” 


Most of them are men, but the women are not 

being overlooked. John Hanna, a Columbia 
University professor who was formerly with 
the Farm Credit Administration and chief an- 
alyst with the United States Courts’ Adminis- 
tration Office, is quoted in the report as saying: 

“The girls’ schools and women’s colleges 
contain some of the most loyal disciples of 
Russia. Teachers there are often frustrated 
females. They have gone through bitter strug- 
gles to attain their positions. 

“A political dogma based on hatred expresses 
their personal attitude. 

‘They can manipulate admissions and scholar- 
ships to obtain radical students. They require 
courses that give a maximum of indoctrination. 
They favor students who follow their leader- 
ship. At the same time, they are shrewd enough 
to avoid any open affiliation with Communism.” 

In Russia, the period between three and six 
years of age is considered the most important 
in the training of a Communist, and Attorney

General Clark believes that the same principle 
is followed her. He says: 

“the Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
learned that the Communists have started a 
campaien to recruit. our children to their ide- 

ology-—the vounger they are, the better.” 


(CHARD FRANK, writing in “The Com- 

munist,”’ an official party publication, 
makes it very clear that the little red 
schoolhouse in the country is where the 
Stalinists hope to recruit their youngest 
and most devoted adherents: 

“In rural communities, teachers who 
are among the few educated people are 
looked up to with trémendous respect. They 
are in a position to become community 
leaders. 

“As a means of mobilizing the people 
in the villages and countryside, steps should 
be taken to try to send Communist teachers 
into rural communities where they should 
become active in all community organiza- 
tions. The Party should work actively with- 
in Parent-Teachers’ Associations and all 
similar organizations.” 

One specific indication that the Com- 
munists are starting at the lowest rung of 
the educational ladder came from Balti- 
more, where Mrs. Regina Frankfeld was 
dismissed as a kindergarten teacher. Dr. 
William H. Lemmel, superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, who announced the action, 
said he was proceeding under a new policy 
adopted by the school board to bar Com- 
munists and other subversives from the 
school system. 

At a school board meeting at which the 
dismissal was approved, Mrs, Frankfeld said: 

“i ain a member of the Communisi Party. 
I am proud of it. Nobody will question my 
loyalty. History will judge who are the Ameri- 
cans, you or. I.” ? 


A Senate Expenditures Subcommittee was in- 
formed by government witnesses recently 
that although the Office of Education had spent 
$150,000 for a program to foster Democracy and 
combat Communism in the schools, all it had to 
show for the sum was “the groundwork for a 
larger and more intensive program.,”’ 

Edwin H. Miner, Assistant Commissioner of 
Education in charge of thé $150,000 project, 
said there was such a dearth of material against 
the Communistic system at the lower school 
levels that a syllabus in simple language, called 
“The Democratic Way-—-The Totalitarian Way” 
recently had been prepared in cooperation with 
Congressional committees and the Library of 
Congress. 

Before that, he said, the only recourse was to 
use the reports of Congressional committees on 
the subject of Fascism and Communism, and he 
said most of these made rather stiff 
reading for grade school pupils. 

Although New York City public 
school students are prohibited by 
the Supreme Court from using: the 
schools while studying the word of 
God, officials were confronted the 
other day with the paradoxical 
claim that some of the classrooms 
may be used by outside groups to foster Atheism 
and Communism, 

Rabbi Benjamin Schultz, executive director 
of the American Jewish League Against Com- 
munism, said that among the 6,000 organizations 
which had been granted permits to use the 
schoolrooms for after-school activities was the 
International Workers Order, a group which has 
been accused as being subversive by the Justice 
Department. 


seg HE International Workers Order,” Rabbi 
Schultz declared, ‘follows the atheistic pol- 
icy of the Communist Party. 

“Nevertheless it is now teaching classes in 
nine Bronx and Brooklyn _ public schools 
which cannot be used for the teaching of 
religion. 

“What's fair about that?” 

In Chicago, the superintendent of schools 
held hearings recently on charges of students in 
a public high school that a civics teacher was 
using “Communist party line propaganda” in 
her classes. 

The teacher was not discharged, but on the 
first day of the fall term it was discovered that 


all Chicago public school classes in civies had 


been ordered to adopt this differentiation of 
ideologies: 

‘“‘Americanism is rooted in the faith that 
right is might, and that the worth of the indi- 
vidual is of supreme importance. Communism is 
founded on-the precept that might is right and 
that the individual is the instrument of the 
State.” 

In view of the fact that Communism, unlike 
religion, cannot be legislated out of the public 
schools, that might be a wise definition for many 
schools to adopt.

HE opening performance of the Charles Ravel 
pantomime players was about to begin. it 
was at the American Theatre in San Fran- 
cisco in the Gold Rush days, a November night in 
1855. 

The elite of the roaring city that had sprung 
up beside the Golden Gate following James Mar 
shall’s historic find of nuggets in a Coloma mill 
race were there. U. S. Marshal William. H. 
Richardson and his wife were among them, seated 
in .a section reserved for the distinguished and 
the respected. 

A woman was ushered in and took her seat 
behind them. Instantly the attention of many 
masculine eyes was drawn toward her. “The Mfadies 
glanced around furtively and whispered behin« 
their handkerchiefs. 

Richardson turned to look, then bristled as a 
pair of smiling eyes returned his gaze. He quickly 
excused himself from his party and stalked out to 
confront the manager. 

“This is an outrage,” he stormed, “an insult 
to my wife and every other decent woman here. 

“Get that Belle Cora and her gambler friend 
out of there. You have a place for women of her 
kind. See that she’s moved there!” 


HE manager protested. The show was start- 
ing. It was too late to ask patrons to change 
seats. 

In spite of his position Marshal Richardson lost 
the argument. Belle Cora, notorious demi-monde 
of the gold country, and the gambler, Charles 
Cora, whose name she had taken, remained’ in 
their seats among the elect of the new metropolis. 

Before the final curtain there was a sharp 
exchange of words between Richardson’s lady and 
the courtesan that added further bitterness to the 
episode. 

When the performance ended Belle Cora and 
her escort walked triumphantly from the theatre 
to the velveted establishment where she was 
queen. 

Richardson seethed under the indignity. Scores 
of by-standers had overheard his loud-spoken 
words and saw him rebuffed. His rage fell. on 
Cora as the one to blame for the insult.

The two men, now sworn enemies, met the 
next night in a saloon. Trouble wag-ayerfed by 
friends who interceded when Cora. w~omplained 
that Richardson had thyeat®tred, te strfke him. 
They parted peaceably, theoygh the seBre Was not 
settled. : on 

Aware of her husband’s anger, Mrs. Richard- 
son talked him into leaving his pistols behind 
when he left home the following morning. 

Before the day passed, Richardson and Cora 
met again. this time beside the bar at the Blue 
Wing saloon. The marshal, nursing his “wounded 
pride, had been drinking heavily, but the bitter- 
ness between the two seemed to have vanished 
as they lifted their glasses together, then strolled 
into the street. es 

SHORT distance from the saloon door Cora 

suddenly. seized Richardson by the collar and 
jerked a derringer from his beit with his free 
hand. ‘ 

“Don’t shoot,” Richardson shouted. ‘I’m not 
armed!” He invoked a code of fair play that most 
men of the Old West observed. 

An instant later a shot was fired. 
fell to the sidewalk dying. 

Cora was arrested at once and rushed to jail. 
By the time the barred door clanged behind him

a hot-tempered throng was milling angrily in the’ 


streets. 

A yell “Let’s hang him” went up. Like an 
echo, the cry for summary justice was taken up 
by the pack of stern-visaged Forty-Niners. 

Shortly, over the din of maddened voices, came 
the clear toll of a fire station bell. It was a sound 
that struck terror into the hearts of the lawless. 

It was the signal to summon the Vigilantes. 

In the opening days of the Gold Rush, the 
citizens, disgusted by the lack. of effective law 
and the unpunished crimes of the renegades who 
swarmed into the new land, had organized the 
first Vigilante Committee. That was in 1851. 
\ were hanged, many 

were banished, and lawlessness. subsided. 
Dubbed “The Stranglers” by the ruffians, the 
Vigilantes nevertheless won the acclaim of the 
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populace by their swift and drastic acts. 

Now the rallying peal had sounded again. 

sam Brannan, fiery leader of the first Vig1- 
lantes, shouted a demand for Cora’'s life. 
flamed listeners roared their approval. But the 
gambler’s friends were many and influential. Be- 
fore action could be taken Brannan was: seized 
for inciting a riot. The ranks of the disorganized 
Vigilantes were broken. 

By morning the temper of the vengeance- 
seeking mob cooled, allayed by a pledge of speedy 
justice. 

Cora did go to trial, defended by the best 
lawyers Belle’s gold could hire. Some $30,000 of 
the money she had gained as the city’s leading 


_jSady of pleasure went for legal talent and court- 
““¥Oom oratory, | 


Col, Ed Baker, her chief counsel, argued 
cloquently and well in behalf of the slayer and in 
tribute to the woman whose cause Cora had 
espoused with a bullet. Belle doubtless felt that 
her wealth was well spent. The jury disagreed. 
That was a victory. 

Cora remained in jail, a safe refuge, his spirits 
brightened by the frequent visits and unswerving 
love of Belle Cora. 


MEANWHILE, the substantial citizens, dis- 

gruntled with criminal connivance in official- 
dom and the lethargy of the courts, stirred omi- 
nously. Organization of the second Vigilante 
Committee began taking form. A feeling that 
Cora and others would go unpunished spurred 
the movement. 

Headquarters were set up in a three-story 
building that soon was known as “Fort Gunny- 
bags.” Sand-filled sacks flanked the entrance, a 
bulwark for the guards. Cannon bristled from 
the roof and port-holes. 

Then the spark that flared the revived Vigi- 
lantes into action was struck. It was May, 1856. 
Cora, six months after the slaving of Richardson, 
stil’ was in jail awaiting another trial. 

James King of William, the crusading editor 
now the San Francisco. Call- 
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The Bulletin, 
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Bulletin, who had lashed viciously at the lawless 
conditions, was shot down by James Casey, a 
member of the ruling political clique. 

The fury that was damming up behind Fort 
Gunnybags broke loose. Now tightly organized 
in wéh drilled companies, the Vigilantes moved 
swiftly in utter defiance of the constituted au- 
thorities. 

They immediately threw a guard around the 
jail where Cora and Casey were held. An attempt 
by the state governor to intervene was brushed 
aside with a show of arms. Federal forces re- 
fused to interfere. 

Within 24 hours after King was shot, the Vigi- 
lantes ruled San Francisco at the point of a bayo- 
net. The editor lingered six days before he died. 

The shot that unloosed the Vigilantes’ wrath 
was fired on Wednesday. Early the next Sunday 
guards and prisoners looking out of the barred 
windows of the jail saw some 3,000 men aligned 
in military array around the structure. Several 
cannon were trained on the entrance. 

A picked squad of men approached the jail 
door. Casey, terror-stricken, turned to Sheriff 
Scannell, his custodian and friend. 

“You aren’t going to betray me and give me 
up? ; 

“Jim,” the sheriff 
armed men out there. 
the jail.” 

A demand was presented for Casey’s custody. 
The prisoner, brandishing a knife with which he 
threatened to take his life, was promised a fair 
trial, then surrendered. With a military escort 
forming a square around a carriage, Casey was 
moved through the crowd-packed streets to a cel] 
in Fort Gunnybags.

N HOUR later Cora was taken from jail in 

the same manner. 

Belle Cora stood. helpless in the throng, a 
terrified spectator. Unlike the night of Richard- 
son’s slaying, when the mob clamored for Cora’s 
life, the Vigilantes moved with a grim determina- 
tion that was even more foreboding. 

A wave and a cry of greeting were all that 
Belle could extend as the armed procession moved 


through the streets. 

Inside Fort Gunnybags plans were rushed for 
trial of the two men. As if to show by example 
their disgust with the ponderous operations of 
the courts the Vigilantes agreed upon immediate 
hearings. 

At noon Tuesday Cora was led from his cell. 
Two men he knew were chosen to defend him. He 
pleaded that he shot in self defense. 

Midway during his trial a courier rushed in. 

“King has just died!” he exclaimed. 


CASEY quailed when the word reached him. 

“The crowds are getting troublesome,” the 
messenger added. “What can we tell them?” 

“Tell the people the trials are now under way,” 
was the word that came back from the Vigi- 
lantes’ leader. 

It was six o’clock when the hearing on Cora’s 
fate ended. The tribunal quickly returned a ver- 
dict of guilty, but by a bare two-thirds majority. 

Casey’s trial followed at once. Again the 
decree was guilty. In his case it was unanimous. 

The committee ordered the two to die on the 
gallows. The time was set with dramatic fitness 
—the hour of the funeral of James King of 
William. 

On that morning the guards around Fort 
Gunnybags were doubled. Mounted men patrolled 
the streets. The city, even the ships in the harbor, 
were draped in black, a symbol of mourning for 
King, a portent, too, for the tragic events to 
come. 

From the committee rooms came the sound of

pounding hammers, shaping the gibbets for Casey 
and Cora. Shortly after noon two platforms were 
thrust from upper windows. ‘Then above them 
appeared two beams from which nooses swung. 

Suddenly a carriage broke through the cordon 
of guards and pulled up at the rear entrance to 
Fort Gunnybags. Belle Cora stepped out. 

Without a word she brushed past the file of 
heavily armed men. None attempted to halt her 
defiant steps. 

She pushed aside the muskets in the hands of 
the inner guard and flung open the door leading 
to the Vigilantes’ executive chambers. <A dozen 
eyes turned upon her in astonishment. 

“Get a priest at once,” she screamed. “I de- 
mand the right to marry Charles, the man T love, 
the one you brave men are about to kill!” 


A CLERGYMAN already was in the cell with 
the condemned pair, hearing their last pray- 
ers to the accompaniment of hammers pounding 
out the instruments of their death. 

Belle was ushered to Cora’s side. 

“I have taken his name in life,’’ she said. “I 
want to carry it to my death.” 

Cora smiled his assent and held out his hand. 


There, as guards stood by with bayonets fixed, 
the dapper gambler and the woman for whom he 
had taken a life exchanged their vows and were 
pronounced husband and wife. 

A few minutes later the doleful peal of a 
church bell rang out. The funeral of James King 
was over. That ring was the Vigilantes’ signal. 

The prisoners, Cora with his bride’s farewell 
kiss on his lips, were hurried to the projecting 
platforms, ‘Their arms were bound to their sidés. 
their faces masked, the nooses adjusted around 
their necks. 

T THE moment King’s funeral cortege began 

to move the executioner dropped his upraised 
hand. The platform supports were cut away. The 
two men fell swaying above the heads of thou- 
sands of watchers in the street below. 

A cry went up to banish Belle Cora from the 
city, but the Vigilantes felt the price she had 
paid was enough. She stayed on, a lonely figure 
in mourning, until her death four years later. 

She lies today in a San Francisco graveyard, 
buried beside the man she married at the gallows.

NTIL Dan Cupid laid him out for the count, 
U Willie Pep could lick his weight in pit bull- 
dogs. Boxing experts hailed him as a 
throwback to the good old days of the prize ring 
when scientific boxing was in flower. Only a 
fluke defeat and a draw marred his otherwise 
perfect record in %64 fights. 

Then his comely wife, Mary Woodcock Papa- 
leo, divorced him in Hartford, Conn., alleging 
cruelty, and the castle of dreams in which Willie 
had reigned as king, of the featherweights, came 
tumbling down. Soon afterwards, Willie himself 
was toppled off his throne when Sandy Saddler 
knocked him colder than a tureen of Vichyssoise 
in Madison Square Garden while a houseful of 
Willie’s former admirers shouted: ‘‘Fake!”’ 

In four short months, Willie Pep, born Papa- 
leo, had lost his wife, his title, his army of fol- 
lowers and, maybe, his faith in himself. 

A fighter’s following is as fickle as an April 
day. As long as a ring idol is winning all his 
fights and enabling his backers to win all their 
bets, they beam on him like the April sun. But let 
him lose just once and they chill up on him. 

Pep’s record should have insured him forever 
against suspicion but, when his good fortune 
finally gave out, his staunchest supporters were 
among the first to believe the stories circulated 
in advance of this fight that it was “in” for 
Saddler.

AM was miserable. He 

was 11 years old and 
his friends laughed at him 
every time he _ stumbled 
through his reading lesson. 
In desperation his parents 
took him to an eye doctor. 

A pair of “cheaters,” as 
Sam called them, was the 
last thing in the world he 
wanted, and he couldn't 
believe his ears when the 
examination was over and 


eye specialists in Chicago, 
the Memphis doctor said 
that eyeglasses are still 
being prescribed. for chil- 
dren who don’t need them, 
but do need treatment for 
“alexia’”’ andother troubles. 

Inability to read is not 
only an individual misfor- 
tune, but a serious social 
problem. It can make un- 
happy misfits and juvenile 
law - breakers. Children’s 
court judges have found 
that about 90 per cent of

Dr. Ralph O. Bychener, 
Memphis, Tenn., eye spe- 
Qialist, said: “This boy 
doesn’t need glasses. How 
are his arithmetic grades ?”’ 

The boy’s parents were 
startled, too; at such an 
odd question, but they ad- 
mitted that their son was 
good in arithmetic and in 
anything else he could 
learn through his ears. 


HEN the boy’ was 
given a reading test 

it was just as Dr. Rych- 
ener had suspected. He 
reversed many letters in 
words pronouncing ‘“‘saw” 
as “was” and “dn” 
“no.” He confused 
and “d” and “p” and ‘“q.” 

Sam’s inability to read 
normally was due _ to 
“alexia’ (ah - leks - yah), 
meaning. “word blindness.” 
His eyes traveled in the 
wrong direction, trying to 
follow the printed lines. 

The trouble is some- 
times due to brain or emo- 
tional disturbance; some- 
times related to the wrong 
operation of the eye mus- 
cles and other conditions. 
In Sam’s case the train- 
ing in the: focusing and 
movement of the eye, 
restoration of emotional 
balance and exercises in 
reading and pronunciation 
overcame the reading in- 
ability. 


; eer boy didn’t. need 
glasses. His parents had 
wisely consulted a compe- 
tent physician, specializing 
in eye disorders, and so he 
was made normal. That 
was 20 years ago. 

In the past 12 years, at 
the Memphis  Orthoptic 
Clinic, Dr. Rychener has 
helped 225 other children 
who had reading and other 
eye faults. Similar treat- 
ments are being given in 
the eye institutes of lead- 
ing medical colleges and 
by private physicians. 

At a recent meeting of 


their cases involve young- 
sters who have little or no 
ability to read, eventhough 
some of them have _ su- 
perior native intelligence. 

Slowness or inability at 
reading in a child may 
be due to maladjustment of 
eyes, emotional trouble or 
faulty teaching methods, 
according to Dr. Stella 
Center, director of the New 
York. Reading Clinic. 

Mary, 12 years old, suf- 
fered from an emotional 
blockage. Her parents 
wanted her to be a star 
pupil and put pressure on 
her until she rebelled and 
learned nothing. 

Bertram, 11 years old, 
unable to read or _ spell, 
came to the clinic with an 
oculist’s report that he had 
“word blindness.” 


HIS child suffered from 

‘““mixed dominance,” that 
is, he was right-handed and 
left-eyed. This condition 
produced a confusing pull 
on his eyes, as in the case 
of Sam, of Memphis, Tenn. 
He reversed words when 
he was reading. 

John came to the clinic 
when he was seven years 
and 10 months old. He 
was an exceptionally 
bright boy with a mental 
age of 12 years and six 
months, but he had diffi- 
culty with first-grade read- 
ing. Special exercises, 
with the help of what 
might be called reading 
machines, soon taught the 
boy to read normally from 
left to right. Glasses 
would not have corrected 
his trouble; they probably 
would have made it worse. 

Correct diagnosis and 
proper treatment helped 
these children. If they had 
been fitted for glasses — 
which would have _ been 
worse than useless—they 
might have been rated as 
stubborn, stupid or just 
bad citizens for the rest 
of their lives.

have been spoken and written. The issue has 
been argued and debated in the courts, in the 
newspapers, and at least one book has been 
written in an effort to prove that the State of 
New York never solved the mystery. 

It is to be questioned whether even the vic- 
tim himself could have supplied the answer. 
Quite a number of persons wanted him silenced 
that sultry July night 36 years ago. . 

Rosenthal, an undersized ex-bookie and crap 
game operator familiarly known as Beansy, may 
not have been in full possession of his faculties 
at the time of these supercharged events. It 
could be that, because of various things that had 
happened, he had acquired a sort of persecution 
complex. Certainly he had not been having an 
easy time. . 

Several years earlier, he had opened a gam- 
bling house in Far Rockaway, Long Island. But 
because his place came into competition with an 
already established—-and protected——resort in 
the same community, the local authorities closed 
him up and chased him away. 


EXT he became interested in a place on Sec- 
ond Ave., Manhattan, only to incur the hos- 
tility of two fellow gamblers, Bridgey Webber 
and Sam Paul, who were doing business in a 
dive on Third Ave. 
‘farned to shut down, Rosenthal appealed to 
Big Jack Zelig, an East Side gang chieftain to 
whom he had been paying tribute in the form of 
‘protection money.” Zelig had Webber unmer- 
cifully beaten, but this measure only made new 
enemies for Beansy. 
Nevertheless he invaded the very heart of 
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the White Light gambling district, launching a 
retentious resort on W, 45th St. This brought 
im into contention with such Tenderloin opera- 

tors as Arnold Rothstein, Bald Jack Rose, Harry 

Vallon and Sam Schepps. 

Rosenthal’s place was raided by the police 
and bombed by hirelings of his rivals. But he 
kept going. 

Meanwhile, the forces of reform in New York 
had relaxed. Once again that form of co-opera- 
tion and mutual profit between crooked poli- 
ticians and the underworld—an alliance known 
as The System-—was in full control. 


AMBLING houses, disorderly houses, pool 

rooms and: policy shops operated openly. 
Many police officers had fat incomes; some cap- 
tains received $1,000 a month over and above 
their salaries; inspectors gathered in four or 
five times as much. The press did not hesitate 
to charge that of 14 police magistrates, at least 
10 were corrupt. 

Mayor William J. Gaynor, stung by such pub- 
licity, appointed wealthy Rhinelander Waldo 
commissioner of police. 

Waldo, having studied the methods of Lon- 
don’s metropolitan force, created special detec- 
tive divisions which functioned independently 
of the men on the beat. 

One of these divisions, the so-called Strong 
Arm squad, was assigned the special duty of sup- 
pressing gambling. At its head Waldo placed a 
bluff, stern-visaged lieutenant, Charles A. Becker, 
who had been appointed to the force in Novem- 
ber, 1893. | 

Becker and his men did not spare their clubs 
and pistol butts. They broke down doors, de- 
stroyed expensive equipment, made numerous 
arrests. } 

Lieutenant Becker became hated and feared. 

However, some gambling houses continued to 
do business. 

One of them was Beansy Rosenthal’s. 

The newspapers had their reporters query 
Waldo, and Waldo in turn asked Becker why

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these objectionable establishments had not been 
put out of business. 

Finally, at the insistence of the commissioner, 
the Strong Arm men raided Rosenthal’s estab- 
ment on April 15, arrested a young nephew of 
Mrs. Rosenthal and another man, closed up the 
place, and stationed patrolmen there to see that 
it stayed closed. 

Rosenthal, as developments proved, thought 
it would be only a short while before he would 
again be in full operation. 

But this was not to be—those officers stayed 
on guard at the outer door day after day and 
week after week. 


{7 WAS then, probably, that Beansy became in- 
fected with his persecution complex. And be- 
gan to lose his sense of self-preservation. 

Early in July,. he gave the newspapers a 
statement to the effect that he had been double- 
crossed by the-authorities. 

He alleged that a high official had invested 
$1,500 in his business, had been given a mort- 
gage on the equipment and other furnishings, 
and had been promised 20 per cent of the profits. 

Everything had gone along smoothly, the 
statement. went on, then— 

“In some way word reached the boss at head- 
quarters, and things got so hot that my friend 
said there would have to be a raid to save his 
own bacon and make things look right. 

“The raid was pulled off on the night of April 
15, and was a frame-up from the start to finish. 

“I was tipped off and was not at home. The 
officers who swore there had been gambling in 
the house had never been inside the place. They

had to take somebody, so they arrested a 17- 
year-old nephew of my wife, and charged him 
with rolling a wheel. 

‘‘Believe me, he would not know a wheel if he 
saw one. He had just dropped in to see my wife 
on the night the raid took place. 

“Afterwards they wanted me to pay a small 
fine for the boy to turn the case out, but I re- 
fused to do that because it would be the same as 
a conviction and would blight his reputation for 
life. He was expecting to take a civil service 
examination and it would prevent him from do- 
ing that, too.” 


HE statement also said that his high official 

friend had canceled the mortgage and allowed 
him to keep the $1,500 after the raid as com- 
pensation for the furniture that had been dam- 
aged or destroyed. 

Next, Rosenthal applied at the West Side 
police court for warrants for the arrest of an 
inspector and a captain at the W. 47th St. police 
station on the grounds of oppression. But he 
was turned down, the magistrate ruling that the 
gambler had no evidence to prove the charge. 

Rosenthal now pulled out all the stops, put- 
ting his charges in detailed form in an affidavit 
which was published on the morning of July 14. 

He named Lieutenant Becker as the official 
who had invested $1,500 in his business, and who 
had received 20 per cent of the profits. 

He related that he had first met Becker at 
a ball given by a fraternal club, and subsequently 
they and their wives and several friends had 
dined together. 

Later, the two families having become quite 
intimate, Rosenthal asked Becker for a loan, and 
Becker gave it, the affidavit stated, on condition 
that he receive a share of the gambling house 
profits. 

Rosenthal said that everything went along 
fine until Becker began to complain that he was 
having a hard time stalling off the police com- 
missioner, who suspected him. 


BECKER then suggested, according to Rosen- 
thal, that a bogus raid be staged to satisfy 
Waldo, but Rosenthal would not consent. 

A few nights later, the statement continued, 
Becker summoned him to a meeting at a cafe, 
but Becker wasn’t there. And when he returned 
to his place, the raid was in progress. 

Beansy Rosenthal. swore that the raiding 
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officers assured him that “it was all right” 


and that nothing would happen. They were 
doing the job, they told him, merely to satisfy 
the commissioner. 

Becker, he said, promised him that the case 
would be thrown out when it reached the grand 
jury. Instead the grand jury had indicted the 
pair who had been arrested on the night of the 
raid. 

Rosenthal stated that he went to District At- 
torney Charles S. Whitman and told him what 
had happened, but Whitman said that, while he 
would investigate the matter thoroughly, there 
was not enough evidence to indict Lieutenant 
Becker. 


It was then he had made his affidavit and’ 


given it to the press. 


ON THAT same July 14, while the city seethed 
with excitement, and everyone wondered 
what would happen next-——-particularly to Her- 
man Rosenthal, two other statements were made 
public. 

One came from Becker. “I never had any 
business or social relations with Rosenthal,’ he 
declared. “I met him at a ball on New Year’s 
Eve, and several of his friends practically spoiled 
my evening by telling me what a good fellow 
Rosenthal was. 

‘‘Several times after that he extended invita- 
tions to me to have dinner with him, but each 
time I declined. I knew the sort of man he was. 
I know absolutely. nothing of the mortgage he 
speaks of.” 

The other statement was from Commissioner 
Waldo. It was in the form of a letter to the 


district attorney, ridiculing the idea of collusion 
between police officers and gamblers. 

“Under the present methods of the depart- 
ment,’ he said, ‘tin order that a gambler might 
procure protection, it would require the conniv- 
ance of three lieutenants in charge of special 
squads all acting quite independently of each 
other.”’ . 

That same day, and the next, Rosenthal re- 
ceived several messages to the effect that he'd 
better get out of town—and quickly. 


IX FIAD gone too far, he was told. He had 

committed the worst possible offense. He 
had squealed; he had betrayed the police. 

“I’m not going to run away,” he retorted. 
“This is a fight to the finish. I know that the 
whole police department will be against me, and 
that all the gamblers, big and little, will fight 
me, too, because this means a big investigation 
that will clean up-the city. But I am going to 
stick.’”’ : 

On the 15th, District Attorney Whitman in- 
vited Rosenthal to visit him and give evidence. 
He did so. He also promised to testify before 
the grand jury. As he left, he remarked: 

“But I may not live to appear before the 
grand jury. You may never see me alive again.” 

And at 2 the next morning, four gunmen 
closed in on him as he stepped out of the Met- 
ropole, and riddled him with bullets.

Now the question arose: Who ordered this 
killing ? . 

Mrs. Rosenthal blamed the police. Others 
insisted it must have been instigated by certain 
gamblers who feared Rosenthal’s prospective 
revelations would ruin them. 


AYOR GAYNOR, hoping to calm the pub- 

lic mind, wrote Commissioner Waldo a 
letter praising “the splendid work you are so 
systematically doing in the police department,” 
and advising him to keep cool “in this time 
of clamor and indiscriminate criticism.” 

But the public mind could not be soothed. 

The Board of Aldermen began an independent 
investigation, employing its own counsel. 

District Attorney Whitman, his eye on the 
governorship, called in private detectives and de- 
voted just about all his waking: hours to the case. 
He was to say in his campaign that the killing 
of Rosenthal wasn’t just a murder, it was “a

challenge to our very civilization itself.” 

The break came quickly, for a man standing 
in front of a near-by clubhouse had caught the 
license number of the car as it sped away after 
the crime. Within a few hours the machine and 
its driver, Louis Shapiro, were in custody. 

Shapiro implicated Jack Rose, notorious gam- 
bler. He asserted that Rose had hired the gun- 
men for the job. 

On July 18, Bald Jack, haggard and scared, 
gave himself up at police headquarters. 

Three days later, Harry Vallon and Bridgey 
Webber, similarly in fear of sudden death, fol- 
lowed suit. 


ii ae gunning for big game, did not 
grill these suspects. As the days passed, 
he gave them all the newspapers to show them 
how the case against them was daily growing, 
encouraged them to believe that their police 
and political friends had deserted them, and 
saw to it that no communications reached them 
—cominunieations which might have contained 
glowing promises of help. 

Finally, first Rose and then the others said 
they would turn state’s evidence provided they 
obtained immunity. 

Whitman now took a momentous step. He 
guaranteed these men immunity from any re- 
sults from the evidence they gave, provided such 
evidence convicted the instigater of the killing, 
and provided also that they themselves were 
innocent. 

Then they talked.

3ut this situation always. has 
been more or less true, and the am- 
bitious teen-ager accepts it as a chal- 
lenge—-and meets it squarely. 

Just to see how many have met 
the challenge, let’s look at some 
statistics issued by Uncle Sam's Cen- 
sus Bureau. There are about 15,000,- 
O00 boys and girls between the ages 
of 14 and 19 in the U. S. Practically 
all of those under 16 are in school, 
as is one in four of the 18s and 19s. 

Of this school and college crowd, 
one in. every five—-or 20°%-—has a 
purt-time job. In the cities older 
teeners find jobs in stores and of- 
fices, while the younger ones earn 
money by baby-sitting or delivering 
newspapers. Jobs in the country 
are mostly on farms. | 

Nevertheless, more teeners would 
like to find jobs, and should find jobs 
in order to keep themselves occupied, 
to gain experience, and to earn 
spending money of their own. 

How does a teen-ager go about 
getting a job? 

The newspapers are a good way 
to start. This works in beth direc- 
tions; follow the ‘‘Help Wanted” col- 
umns, or write a “Situation Wanted” 
yourself. Making a canvass of your 
neighborhood employers often pays 
off, especially for part-time jobs. It 
is also a good idea to register with 
an employment agency. Your local 
school system may have a junior 
placement office. 

In some cases, the schools and 
the employment service people have 
set up a joint plan—a good idea. In 
some cities, schools and employers 


have banded together to study the 
over-all picture on teen-age jobs. 
This ends in a better understand- 
ing of the problem—and more jobs. 

But here’s one hint that applies, 
no matter how you manage to gain 
an interview with a prospective em- 
ployer. Take pains to look and act 
your best when you go job-hunting. 

A recent government survey pro- 
vides food for thought for job-hunt- 
ing teeners (and their parents, too). 
Various teeners in a certain city 
gave these reasons for being jobless: 

1) Lam not old enough. 2) Jobs 
are scarce for people under 18. 3) 
Someone else always gets there first. 
4) I haven't enough education for 
the job I want. 

And some employers said that 1) 
Some young people, especially those 
under 18, are too immature and un- 
dependable to hold a job. 2) We now 
prefer high school graduates, even in 
unskilled jobs,. because high school 
helps boys and girls to get along 
with people and to develop their own 
personalities. 

Those comments pretty well sum- 
marize the job-hunting hurdles. 
Study them, and you’ll see that they 
also contain a few hints on how to 
get over the hurdles. 

Are there. enough jobs to go 
around? That’s a hard question to 
answer with a flat Yes or No. Not 
every teen-ager in school should be 
working at a part-time job, for 
reasons involving his health, age and 
physical development. Not to men- 
tien the need for keeping up with his 
school work. 

But I think most of us would 
agree that the out-of-school teener 
should be working, and the statistics 
on this situation should serve as 
encouragement to -all job-seeking 
teeners. In this period of high em- 
ployment, the better-qualified out- 
of-school teeners are finding jobs— 
and only about one in 14 is unem- 
ployed. °

O MANY advances have 
been made in modern 
laundry equipment over 
the past few years that 
the laundry room itself 
has not always kept pace. 
It should be conveniently 
located and arranged, of 
good working size, and at- 


‘tractive in appearance. 


An ideal laundry con- 
tains the features listed 


space for sorting your 
clothes into piles. If you 
have a clothes chute, it 
should empty into a bin 
at the end of this counter. 
Also. at this location 
you should have adequate 
shelves to hold sewing 
supplies for mending tears 
and spot removal materials 
for treating stains before 
clothes are washed.

F YOU are building a 

new house you can, of 
course, have your laundry 
room wherever you like.

A first floor location is 
the best choice if you have 
to watch any small chil- 
dren playing outdoors dur- 
ing the day, but if this is 
not a consideration, and if 
your basement is clean and 
dry with plenty of light 
and air, it can be used to 
advantage. 


Arrangement 

a your equip- 
ment so that you can 
move from one operation 
to the next in logical se- 
quence. First comes sort- 
ing and _ preparing’ the 
clothes; secondly, the wash- 
ing process, then drying, 

and last, ironing. 
Provide adequate counter

The sorting center should 
adjoin the washing center, 
which contains the laundry 
trays or tubs, washing ma- 
chine, and a handy cup- 
board for soaps, bleaches, 
bluing, water softener and 
starch. 

For the next step—dry- 
ing clothes—it is desirable 
to have a gas or electric 
clothes drier, but if you do 
not have one you can use 
a clothes rack or clothes- 
line for the days when you 
want to do your drying 
indoors. 

At the ironing center 
you need plenty of room 
to sprinkle and roll up 
your clothes. If space is 
limited, this can be done 
back at the sorting coun- 
ter. At this center, equip- 
ment includes an_ ironer, 
ironing board, hand iron, 
sprinkler and pressing 
cloths. 

Ironed clothes can be 
hung on the drying rack 
or clothesline until com- 
pletely dry, and flat ar- 
ticles can be folded in piles 
on the counter used for 
sprinkling.
